The complainant ^d ■■i^H^^V recently as a speciilatiTe venttire 
recorded a meeting which was held Monday Night, January 18, 19514, at the 
Natit'e Sona Hall on Geary Street on the SeTenth Floor in San Ffaweieco, 
California. This meeting turned out to be a closed meeting with admittance 
by postcard only. There was a man stationed at the door who would not 
achiit anyone who did not have a postcard announcing the meetings There 
were about fifty people in attendance j raoet of these were people over the 
age of forty. The arrangeinents ttyreoord the speech at this meeting had 
been made throu^ a fJARTHA WIL^Plfj who resides at the Claridge Hotel in 
Oakland, WILSON is a woman of about 55 years of age, who has apparently 
been married three or fcxir tiinee. She lives on alimony or investAents at 
the present tlme« 

The jnaln speaker at this meetl^ng was a Doctor SWIFT, who is apparently 
identical with BoctorVESLS^^ Lancaster, California* He was 

described as being a man of about li5 or hS years of age, 5^9", dark hair, 
a short stocky neck, he was wearing a dark suit and no glasses.

talk was very anti-Jewish, anti-Cotaminist, and anti-United Nations.

Dr» SWIFT spoke of a recent court decision in Hew Jersey regarding the 
teaching of the Bible In piibllc schools. The publication '^Jewish Volce^ 
for Decenber l8, 1953 apparently ran an article which indicated to Dr. 
SWIFT that the Jewish people in the United States had ccnspired to undermine 
the Christian Religion. He declared that people who conspire against our 
faith and religion don*t belong in the United States. 

Dr. SWIFT declared that Jews SIDNET WEIMBERO, BERNARD BARUCH, and others 
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are adrlsora to the President of the United Statea and are a very evil 
force in the country* He declared that the United Nations was made up by 
crafty Jewish minds and that the United States does not belong in the 
United Nations* He said it was a Jewish conspiracy which turned the atom 
secrets of this cotmtry OTer to Soviet Russia. 

He claimed that the Jews have a foreign amiy within the United States 
and it is time they were run out of this country^

Mr, DOWLINO at irregular intervals every month or two*

sympathies with this organization* He did not actually know the namie of 
the organisation, however, literature had been givoi to him andl^H^^HV 

by Miss MARTHA WILSON, and this literature indicated it was put out by the 
CHRISTIAN NAT IONALIST CRUSADK, Post Office Box 27895, Los Angeles 27, 
California* ^^BBBPtumed this literature over to the ageaits and it is 
being included herewith for the exhibit envelope* It contains a publicatWn 
put out by the captioned organization antVquoting Senator JACK .B* TENffEl/ 
It is enticed "Mind-Was hi n£^ in America". p^B literature also includes a 
copy of %bs ^^iILLIAHS. Intelligence SuBoiar y^ which is put out by ROBERT H* 
Williams/ a news analyst, lecturer, and former counter intelligence officer 
at^^O, Box 868, Santa Ana, California* The summary is dated August, 1953* 
It also appears to be anti-Jewish*

A source has advised on August 2, 1963* that the 
American Nazi Party , Los Angelea, California (AJIPLA), vihich 
branch has also been known as the American Nazi Party, Western 
Division (ANPVfD), came Into existence as follows? 

In October, i960, LEONARD HOLSTEIN was made a member 
of the American Nazi Party (AN?) by the national headquarters 
of that group as a result of his leading a picket line pro- 
testing the marriage of a Negro to a Caucasian, At that time 
HOLSTEIN told the Los Angeles Police Department he was In 
complete accord with the thinking of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 
National ANP leader. He said he, HOLSTEINj Is trying to v/ake 
up the people to what is going onj that the Jewish-owned press , 
and radio would not let the people know the truth. 

On March 7. 19^2, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL advised 
a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation that 
HOLSTEIN was one of his leaders In Los Angeles. 

At a press conference on May 2, 1963^ in Los Angeles, 
California, RALPH PERRY FORBES Stated he Is a lieutenant In the 
^ANP and the ninth-ranking officer of the organization. He stated 
'"^he arrived In Los Angeles May 1^ 1963/ to take charge of the 
party's headquarters In the Los Angeles area, which has control 
over party activities in the Southwestern United States, 

GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL arrived In Los Angeles on 
May 6 J 19^3$ and was photographed by the local press with 
RALPH PERRY FORBES. ROCKWELL was quoted by the press as saying 
he came to Los Angeles because o'f the arrest of five members of 
the ANP as a result of an altercation at the Shrine Auditorium 
on April 28, 1963j where a Salute to Israel rally was being 
held.. He was also quoted as stating local headquarters v/ere to 
be established In California.

organization known as the Chriatlan Knights of the Invisible 
Empire (CKIE) hclds Its first meeting at Lancaster, Callfomlat 
on October 19, 1963, The source stated that the meeting was 
presided over by Wesley Albert Swift and that approximately 
thirty-eight members were Inducted* The source stated that 
Swift explained to those present that the organization was 
actually the Ku Klux Klan, but since the Klan was regarded 
as Illegal, they would call themselves the Christian Knights 
Of the Invisible Empire, 

According to the source, Swift explained the objec- 
tives of the organization as being to preserve the Constitution 
of the United States and the white race and to fight communism. 
Members of this organization were issued cloth robes and white 
hoods with eye holes, the robes bearing on the breast a round 
blue shield and encircling a red cross. Members were urged to 
wear sldearms to all meetings. 

The source further advised that while William Potter 
Gale is the California State Leader of the CKIE and Wesley 
Albert Swift ranks as the second functionary or Chaplain, 
Swift ia, in effect, the real power in the CKIE. 

On November 5i 1963, a second source stated that 
Shreve Merrltt Nielsen, a local leader of the CKIE in 
Lancaster, had made plans indicating his intention to burn 
a televisions shop operated by a Negro at Quartz Hill
